ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP A jpAUdl. 

BoMb Ssplodod In MiniiitHr I'orlet^ Mn- 
Idoneo In Konie. 

Rome, March 18.— At 6:80 o'clock 
Fridaj morning a bomb ezidoded in the 
Ancini Mattel palace, the residence of 
United States Minister Porter. The 
explosion of ttie bomb did but slight 
daniHKe to th« bnildlBft mA aobody 
was injured. 

The building is occupied liy no other 
families besides that of United States 
Iftnlater Porter. 

As a similar onttaga waa perpetrated 
in the same tmildiBg in 1892, and as 
Ifr. Portar only engaged the bnUding 
for oocnpation in the dosing days of 
that year, it is believed that the fact of 
the palaoa being inhabited by the 
American had nothing to do with the 
outrage, hat the motive for causing the 
ez^ononwas to gratify a desire for 
ttageanee npon the proprietor of the 
nalaoa. t r resp e c tiTa of wlietber the resi- 
dsnts of tt9 palace were injnred or not. 
nds was the motive suspected at the 
ante of the first explosion and there is 
no reason to take a different view now. 

The United States minister called at 
the foreign office daring the afternoon 
•a4 tddoignor Brin. minister of for- 
eign ailaba, he was convinced that the 
•zplosiimwaa not intended toinjnre 
hla or to affront the United States gov- 
anunent. He expressed his regret that 
mtih an embarrassing incident had oc- 
oqrred and assured Signor Brin of the 
sympathy of the United States govern - 
mant aaa its' willingness to let the af- 
ttix pass' wmonoed. Signor Brin 
thanked him for his visit and two hours 
later retnmed the call to inform him 
that the Italian government felt the 
deepest regret on aocowtt of Ihyinoon- 
vamence caused to him and Us family 
^ tha explosion^ 

Aiitl-Sliivcry .'Matter. 

' Brussels, March 1m. -The Independ- 
ence Beige states that the pope h as con- 
tributed SO. 000 francs (nearly $10,000) to 
the expenses of the expedition for the 
relief of Captain Jaccjues, proposed by 
the ahti-slavery society. Captain 
Jacques, wlio is in a perilous position in 
Albert island, in Lake Tanganyika, will 
be supplied with cannons to enable him 
to continue his crusade against the 
slave hunting. The relief expedition 
under Captain Descamps, owing to the 
timely assistance of his holiness, will 
not be able to leave for the Cape of 
Good Hope April 6. Count De Merode- 
Westerloo, the minister of fcfreign 
affairs, hits notified the British and 
German government tliat the Arabs are 
supplied with arms from the territories 
nsder tibeir protection. 

Drouth and I'lncue. 

Cairo, March 18.— Prolonged drouth 
is causing much damage in the iiurth of 
Africa. Theio has been no rain in the 
Vilayet of fJarca for five months, and 
Tripoli has suffereil almost fis badly. 
Sickness is rife, and the plague prevails 
everywhere, due to poisonous emana- 
tions from putrifying carcasses. 

One half of the population of Ben- 
gasi, the chief town of Barco, is dead, 
among the victims being the governor 
end the cadi of the district and niuTiv 
Europeans. The Italian consul and all 
of the rich Europeans have fled to ICgypt 
or Malta. 

Not Dlahaarteiiad. 

Bkumn, March 18.— The rejection of 
tho army bill by the reichstag, which 
was almost unanimous at the second 
reading yesterday, does not dishearten 
the government. It was not expected 
that the bill would pass at a prelim- 
inary reading. The third reading will 
take place after Easter, and ^t Is ex- 
pected that it will than be accepted, as 
•mended by the National Liberals. 
Meanwhile the government will use its 
power to win over the oppositton, and 
there is no doubt of its ultimate sue-

At no titiie in five years have the 
Blocks of coal at all tlie \iiiper l.tke 
ports been as low as now. and from the 
opaatag of the season heavy shipments 
are expected from all Lake £rie points. 
Indeed, If the spring should ba lala and 
Lake Superior navigation not open un- 
til well into May, there is some reason 
to fear a coal famine. 

Advices from West Superior, Wis., 
show that the stock there is all sold and 
going forward to consumers rapidly. 
The St. Paul and Western docks there, 
which received 200.000 tons of coal last 
season, have less than -LOtK) left. The 
Lehigh has the most of 00.000 tons of 
soft and S.ooo tons of hard, but every 
ton of it is sold. The Duliith situation 
is still more critical, and railway 
officials are uneasy over the scarcity 
which, in event of ]irotracted OOn* 
threatens to I'ripple t rathe. 

Demand for coal tonnage will b - very 
brisk from the opt'iiing of naviL- itioii. 
The docks Ihtc. at AshtaOnla. >.indua- 
ky, Butlalo and 'jther^ points, are pre- 
jiaring for large sliipiu"its. and it is not 
unlikely that :iO per cent movv- < 'i;il will 
go up the lako.s this vear t liaii ia^t. < if 
this the Ohio coal road3 vviil get their 
full share, an<l may be expected to proe* 
per accordingly. 

The iiackage freight situation can not 
be outlined so distinctly in ligures, but 
the glut <if p.iHseiiger traftic at C'hicifgo 
is certain to baiidica]) the freight de- 
jiarttneiit of all t o tils he.ivily and result 
in a iinich larger ja-i . portion of the busi- 
ness going l)y lioat.
